Most people don’t have much prefer- 
ence between proposals for a straight 
across-the-board cut of Government appro- 
priations by five or six percent and the 
plan of Sen. Russell and some other Demo- 
crats for a last-minute bill directing re- 
ductions in certain categories of spending. 

A majority of taxpayers simply want 
to see the Government economize at every 
corner. Most of all they think a tax in- 
crease inadvisable and would like to see 
the way paved for eventual tax reductions. 

Economy moves flare up in nearly 
every Congress. Most of them die before 
they get well:started.

This crushing burden on the President's time 
and energy was brought to light by a survey of 
executive duties made under the direction of 
Rep. John W. McCormack, Democratic House 
floor leader. McCormack will introduce a bill 
empowering the President to delegate this, and 
‘similar routine duties, to responsible subordi- 
nates, such as Cabinet members or heads of 
agencies. This measure would supplement the 
Government Reorganization Bill passed by the 
House and now pending in the Senate. 


McCormack’s study disclosed that the 
President has more than 800 statutory duties. 
each requiring his personal signature to an 
incessant flood of official documents.

“That sort of thing is ridiculous,” 
mack said. “The President has too many 
things to do and think about to 
expend such an immense amount of his <tie ana 
energy merely to signing hundreds of papers 
every day. The time has come to reiieve the 
President of a lot of these routine chores. 

“J was shocked to learn what a tremendous 
load the President has to carry merely in rou- 
tine work, such as aing warrants, commis- 
sions, orders, and vagus official papers. No 
one can direct effect#ely the work of the 74 
departments, agencies and other bureaus and 
commissions of the Government and be encum- 
bered with a huge burden of petty duties, such 
as reviewing dismissals from the military acad- 
emies, contracts with the Indian tribes, and an 
annual inventory of White House furnishings. 
It’s silly. That isn’t the function of the Chief 
Executive of the United States of America.” 

McCormack declared that the streamlining of 
the Federal Government proposed by former 
President Herbert Hoover is excellent. But the 
Democratic floor leader holds this program 
doesn’t go far enough as it applies to the Chief 
Executive himself. It is also essential, McCor- 
mack contended, to relieve the President of his 
huge burden of routine duties,so that he will 
have the time and strength to devote his efforts

“Even under the pending Government 
reorganization legislation, it is doubtful 
whether the President can delegate func- 
tions imposed upon him by the hundreds of 
acts of Congress.”

This bill will specifically provide 
that a President may assign certain func- 
tions to Cabinet members and other admin- 
istrative officials for the duration of his 
term. That will not bind his successor, who 
may want to handle certain matters per- 
sonally.”’ 


McCormack’s survev discloses every Presi- 
dent having a special interest, to which he de 
votes particular attention. The late President 
Coolidge personally handled all matters relating 
to the budget. Hoover exercised the same atti- 
‘ude toward engineering projects. particularly 
dams and reclamation works. The late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s chief personal interest was in 
the Navy. 
all Federal pardons. instead of turning this func- 
tion over to Atty. Gen. Clark. as has been sug- 
gested. 


_ AS an illustration of the type of routine duties 
imposed on the President, McCormack cited the 
case of the Public Health Service Act of 1944. 
This law alone placed 30 specific administra- 
tive obligations on the President. Every one of 
these statutory duties requires the signing of 
hundreds of official papers. ’ 


“Common sense alone dictates that the Presi- 
dent cannot personally supervise every law,” 
McCormack declared. “The President has a right 
to be freed from the danger of incurring ar- 
thritis, bursitis, sore wrists and writers’ cramp 
by having to sign his name hundreds of times 
every day of the vear. I know of occasions 
when the President has had to spend most of 
his time on a weekend trip on the White House 
vacht signing papers It is outrageous to

NEW YORK CITY—tThere is much more than meets tne eye in 
Franklin Roosevelt’s fight for the late Sol Bloom’s Congressional 
seat here in New York. which will be decided in a special election 
today. Roosevelt’s great name, ebullient personality, and his 
rampageous campaigning, have focused attention upon him. per- 
sonallv. But the real point at issue is not.-the future of young 
Roosevelt. It is the future of the Democratic Party in New York. 

This has been a dingdong fight. And just to give the fight extra 
interest, Roosevelt’s only serious opponent, Judge Benjamin Shal- 
leck. has been indorsed on behalf of President Truman by Sen. J. 
Howard McGrath, in his capacity Chairman, of the National 
Democratic Committee. 

Judge Shalleck is the “regular’’ Democratic candidate. What 
“regular” means in this instance can be summed up in one word— 
Tammany. Judge Shalleck is in fact a nervously respectable tront
